TO BE LOCATEO HER[ 


Dr. W. C. Stubbs, the special agent 


of the Department of Agriculture who 
came down on the Australia last week 
for the purpose of making arrange- 
ments for the establishment of an ag- 
ricultural experiment station In the 
Islands announced last evening that he 
should recommend the locating of the 
station on the island of Oahu near to 
Honolulu. 


"I want to find a suitable site In the 


immediate vicinity of Honolulu," said 
Dr. Stubbs last evening, "so that the 
station may be in easy reach of all who 
come to the city. I have been told that 
there are fine locations on the Island of 
Hawaii for an experiment station but I 
think It best that It should be located 
here and shall so recommend to the de- 
partment.

terday afternoon by the united efforts of the tups Fearless, Eleu and Iro- 


queis. The Fearless, Captain Gilbert Brotaw, the tug which first got hold of the 
Dunreggan on Wednesday* was the tug which towed the big steel bark safe into 
cort and shoved her comfortably up alongside the old Fishmarket wharf.

Fearless once she got hold of the Dunreggan, never let her go, but held on from 
Wednesday morning, shortly after the bark went aground, until she was brought 
Into port 
Captain Brokaw knew there was something like 120,000 at the end ol 


the hawser and held on with the tenacity of a famished bulldog.

As the Fearless came through the ehaone.1 about 6 o'clock last night with the 


Dunreggan In tow the red paint below the tug's water line could be seen In gen- 
erous quantities, showing clearly how nearly her coal supply was exhausted. 


It was quite a sight, the coming Of the close-called bark into the harbor. Peo- 


ple crowded to the edges of the wharves and gazed. They were ansloua to know 
hew big a hole the vessel had In her bottom and- K Captain Dixon bad hsnded 
over the tao.OOO In good, cold British gold to the rescuing tugs' captains. 


As above stated, the tug Fearless kept up lu-r pulling at the Dunreggan all 


Wednesday night and right" up to the time when she «""«<>«• T?te,^an, «'" 
neon the TJnlted States tug Irtquois went out again and got a line to the Dunreg- 
gar and pulled away with the Fearless. The position of the bark 
had changed 


somewhat about U o'clock In the morning and hopes were entertained then of gel- 
ting her off the reef at the next high tide, about 3 o'clock. Not long before the time 
of high tide, Captain Macauley, commanding the tug Eleu temporarily, towed the 
ship Dlrigo out to sea. 
v. hen he let th€ Dlrlgo go It suddenly dawned upon him 


that the Dunreggan would never get off the reef without the Bleu a help. Bo, 
heading the tug for the scene of disaster, he gave' the chief the H'gnal for 
full 


speed and hurried through the water in gcod shape. Arriving off Diamond Head, 
ho observed the efforts of the Fearless ftna.Irqauote had^not yet. proved success- 
ful

HE British bark Dunreggan was pulled off the ,reef within a quarter of a 
mile of the lighthouse at Diamond Head af. .ten 'minutes past 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon by the united efforts of the tugs Fearless, Eleu and Iro- 


qucls. The Fearless, Captain Gilbert Brokaw, the tug which first got hold of the 
Dunreggan on Wednesday, was the tug which towed'the big steel bark safe Into 
port and shoved her comfortably up alongside the old Flshmarket wharf. 
The 
Fearless once she got hold of the Dunreggan, never let her go, but held on from 
Wednesday morning, shortly after the bark went aground, until she was brought 
into part. Captain Brokaw knew there was something like J20.000 at the end of 
th«» hawser and held on with the tenaclt/ of a famished bulldog. 
' 
As the Fearless came through the channel about 6 o'clock last night with the 


Dunreggan In tow. the red paint below the tug's water line could be seen In gen- 
erous quantities, showing clearly how neatly her coal supply was exhausted. 
It was quite a sight, the coming Of the close-called bark Into the harbor. Peo- 


ple crowded to the edges of the wharves and gazed. They were anxious to know 
hew big a hole the vessel had in her bottom and tf Captain Dlxon had handed 
over the J20.000 in good, cold Britlpb gold to the rescuing tugs' captains. 
As above stated, the tug Fearless kept up her pulling at the Dunreggan all 
Wednesday night and right? up to the time when she came off. Yesterday after- 
neon the United States tug- Iroquote went out again and got a line to the ,Dunreg- 
gar and pulled away with the Fearless. The position of "the bark had changed 
somewhat about U o'clock In the morning and hopes were entertained then of get- 
ting her off the. reef at the next high t'-de, about 3 o'clock. Not long before the time 
of high t'de, Captain Macauley, commanding the tug Eleu temporarily, towed the 
ship Dlrlgo out to sea, 
v.hen he let the Dingo go It suddenly dawned upon him 
that the Dunreggan would never get off the reef' without the Eleu's help. Bo, 
heading the tug for the scene of disaster, he gave1'the chief the s'gnal for 
full 


speed and hurried through the water in good shape. Arriving off Diamond Head, 
to observed the efforts of the Fearless and Irqqnote hadjiot yet_ proved successr 
ful.

«u*t the «h at tlie hour of 10 o'clock in 
the forenoon, you were impanelled, sworn 
and charged to enquire into such matters 
as might be brought 'to your attention by 
the Attorney General, as might be given 
you in charge by this Court, a* might be 
brought to your attention by private mat- 
ters, and as might be within the persona) 
knowledge of any one of you. Since de- 
livering that charge to you, I was in- 
formed by the proprietor of a resort at 
Waikiki, Mr. Almy, proprietor of the Wai- 
kiki Inn, that he had without any reser- 
vation or without any question, engaged 
In the sale of liquor on Sundays, doing HO 
by virtue of some arrangement with the 
police, he having 
understood that 
he 


might sell liquor on Sundays and that hi- 
would not be prosecuted therefor. 


I desire now to charge you that what- 


ever understanding or agreement Mr. 
Almy or any other person engaged In the 
sail- of liquor may have had with a police 
officer or any other officer of the Govern- 
ment, no matter who he Is or how high 
Ms position, It cannot afford him any pro- 
tection whatever If there has been a vio- 
lation of the statute law. 


AN ALARMING CONDITION.

Almy is true, a most dangerous, alarm- 
ing and corrupting state of affairs

WHO IS A BOARDER? 


Our statute provides that "Any lioldu: 


•of a. license who shall sell or retail any

•exceeding* $200." 
But this section shall 


not apply to the ordinary supplies fur- 
nished to bona fide boarders and lodgers 
in the house or premises.

wcrcis: "This section shall not apply tu 
the ordinary supplies furnished to bona 
•fide boarders and lodgers in the house or 
premises." The exception Is that a person 
who runs a hoarding-house or hotel may, 
if he has a license, furnish the ordinary 
supplies to bonn fide boarders or lodgers 
in his house.

He was very weak and is still unable 


to stand or to exert himself at all, but he 
Uld his story to the Grand Jurymen, and 
ho was himself a sufficient exhibit against 
tljf murderous native. Kane Is accused 
o; highway robbery and assault to com- 
mit murder, and these Indictments will 
without doubt be brought against him. 


The case against the young Portuguese 


who was accused of taking a warrant 
for a teacher's salary from the office of 
ho Board o! Education and obtaining th-? 
ash for It, was likewise before the Grand 
Jury and It is likely that an Indictment 
will be brought against him also. 


It Is not likely that the jury will reach 


the matter of the Waikiki cases, to which 
Judge Humphreys called their attention 
In tho morning, for a day or so, although 
they may take It up today. The matter 
01" the charge was discussed only Infor- 
mally at tho meeting of the jury in the 
morning and it was decided to defer ac- 
tion on it until after the criminal cases 
which they are now considering are dis- 
posed of.

particularly Impressed on me the Impor- 
tance of having full and absolute control

This will be the keynote of the func- 


tions tp be held in Honolulu upon the a.f- 
rival of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. 
The entertainment of the local Masons 
will be as lavish as they can afford, al- 
though it. Is understood that the visiting 
Nobles will do their part. 
- At last accounts it was the intention of 
the Shrlners to sell but 233 tickets for pas- 
sage on the Zealandla, which has been 
chartered for the trip to Honolulu and 
return. So much pressure Is being7 exerted 
by the Shriners In the East that it is pos- 
s.'ble a second steamer will also be char- 
tered.

van of Nobles and will dedicate the tem- 
,ple amid the fires of Kilauea. With the 
Nobles will come their families. It is pos- 
'sible the steamships may go direct from 
!San Francisco to Hllo and visit the vol- 
'cc.no before coming here. 


I The local Masons do not believe that the 
Shriners will arrive in Honolulu 
before 


New Year's Day, as the Imperial Poten-- 
tate has stated he cannot leave until De- 
cember or January next. By that time 
it is believed that sufficient accommoda- 
jtioas will be ready for their use. 
! It was through the Islam Temple of San 
Francisco that the local Shriners obtain- 
ed their charter and at first expected the 
Illi'strious Potentate of the Temple to 
! per form the dedication ceremony here, 
'until the Imperial Potentate signified his 
.intention of joining the pilgrimage. Hun- 
dreds of friends of the Shrtners are ex-

Review of* Hitchcock's 


Pamphlet. 


TOBYS) BI» 


An Interesting 
Treatise on the 


Formation of the Land 


We Live in, 


In the Friend. Dr. Sereno Bishop re- 


views most intelligently a pamphlet en- 
titled the "Geology of Oahu," which is 
a report of geological observations and 
conclusions respecting the Island of 
Oahu, made by Professor Charles H. 
Hitchcock, 
L.L.D., 
including 
three 


pages Of "Notes on the Tertiary Geol- 
ogy of Oahu," by W. H. Dall. Although 
the geology of this Island has been ex- 
tensively discussed before, by Prof. J. 
D. Dana, by Prof. W. T. Brlgham. by 
•W. Lowthlan Green, by Capt. C. E. 
Button, by Messrs. W. D. Alexander, 
A. B. Lyons and Walter Maxwell, yet 
Dr. Hitchcock's work constitutes a val- 
uable manual of the subject, with Im- 
portant additions to previous knowl- 
edge, says Dr. Bishop. Besides obser- 
vations made during two previous vis- 
its, Dr. Hitchcock In 1888-89, carefully 
Inspected, a great number of locations, 
especially along the line of the Oahu 
railway, the Nuuanu Pali, and the 
series of secondary craters along the 
coast. 
~ 
. 
A leading place is given to the origi- 
nal separation of Oahu into two islands 
now represented by the Kaala range, 
and the Koolau range. The former is 
much older than the other, as evidenc- 
ed in many ways. Volcanic activity had 
perhaps ceased on Kaala, before the 
Koolau mountain had been built up by 
its eruptions much above the surface 
of tne ocean." Dr. Hitchcock develops 
the fact pointed out by Dana, that 
enormous outflows of lava 
from 
the 
northern half of Koolau mountain 
Hooded and built up the broad plateau 
between Ewa and Walalua. The al- 
ready deeply eroded canyons of the Ka- 
ala range were Invaded by this plateau 
of lava, and their lower parts burled 
therein. Similar elevated plains have 
been built up by like means in Waimea, 
between Maunakea and Kobala moun- 
tain, also between Maunakea and Mau- 
naloa. One may conjecture that before 
the deep subsidence of Oahu the Wala- 
lua plateau was as high as Waimea, al- 
though now 1,700 feet lower. 
Dr." Hitchcock adopts the now gen- 
erally accepted conclusion 
that Dr. 
• Dana was in error in believing the 
great Kaneohe amphitheater to be the 
remains of an ancient caldera or crater. 
The vast Koolau precipice from Nuu- 
anu Pali to Walkane is not the effect 
of a fault or breakdown, but is entirely 
produced by atmospheric erosion or 
weathering. The prevailing and heav- 
iest rainstorms were from the north- 
east, resulting in vastly greater erosion 
on that side ot the range. A similar re- 
oult is conspicuous on the west side of 
the Kaala range, and from a like cause. 
There*the east side of the mountain 
was protected by the Koolau 'range 
from the easterly rains, and the heav- 
iest, torrents of rain were westerly, and 
wore down that Bide of the mountain 
even more completely than in Koolau. 
On-page 30, Dr. Hitchcock briefly dis- 
cusses the limestone bluff at Kahuku, 
already considered by Dr. Dana In his 
"Characteristics of Volcanoes." 
This 
remarkable bluff, he says, "consists of 
coral rock up to 60 feet, capped by 
blown calcareous sand now flrmly con- 
solidated, which may extend Inland to 
a height of 250.feet." Here we must 
contradict the eminent geologist by 
denying that any part of the bluff "con- 
sists of coral rock," although -traces of 
corals exist, owing to its long submer- 
gence. The bluff is composed from top 
to bottom pf the same laminated loose 
sandstone whtcli pervades the ancient 
an^- massive sand-dunes between Ka- 
huku and Lale.

The 
hot mud is driven high Into the air, 
and falls in vast showers around the 
vent, building up a ring of soft, lam- 
inated tufa rock, which at once ce- 
ments and hardens. If the showers of 
mud were intermittent, with "long qui- 
escent periods intervening, that would 
be evidenced by layers of soil Inter- 
posed between the laminae or strata of 
tufa, which is not the case. Diamond 
Head was evidently the product of a 
single gigantic explosion, and not of a 


I protracted succession of volcanic ac- 
tlvitles. It is older than the Koko 
Heads, because more deeply fluted by 


j weathering, but cannot be older than 


I the Pleistocene. Mr. Dall may be cor- 
irect In referring to the extinct fossil 


i species of oyster found in some Pearl 


I Harbor beds, to the Pliocene. But he 
seems to go very far, in saying that "It 
is probable that Oahu was land, inhab-
